“That’s about it,” replied the veteran, 
withasmile. ‘“Skirmishing is well enough 
in its way; but it is the general attack 
along the line that wins the battle.’ 

‘Will vou tell me whether it is true, as 
has been stated, that, before the meeting of 
the electoral commission, you wrote a letter 
to General Sherman, in which you stated in 
substance that you believed Mr. Tilden had 
been legally elected to the presidency; also 
that if congress sustained him, you would 
obey his orders?’ 

‘As to that matter, I think it would be 
better for you to get the facts direct from 
General Sherman. He undoubtedly has on 
file all the letters that I wrote to him on the 
subject. He is at liberty to make them 
public, and they will tell their own story, 
I am willing to abide by the facts in the 
case. I might at this time say a great deal 
in my own defense, but the public would 
regard me es only a witness in my own be- 
half. The testimony of a second person, 
who has my letters in his possession, will 
carry more weight. General Sherman has 
my permission to publish anything that I 
ever sent him over my signature in refer- 
ence to the electoral commission and Mr. 
Tilden, or any other matter of interest to 


the people at the present day. Everything 
is open and above-board so far as I am con- 
cerned. [do not think that I was ever ac- 
cused of any -underhanded action.”’

He 
claims that while they were nos engaged a man 
named Johnson, who has beeh a medical student 
handed Dr. Tanner a towel and sponge, an 
made a suspicious movement with one hand from 
his coat pocket. . 

Dr. Bradley told his suspicions to those presen t. 
The watchers were representatives of the regu- 
lars, the Neurological society and the Eclectics. 
None of them had seen any suspicious move- 
1aent, and Drs. Tanner and Johnson denied that 
auy fraud had been committed or attempted. 
gg in the day both made affidavit to that ef- 


ect. 

Dr. Bradley prevailed upon Dr. Jarvis, of the 
Neurological society, to withdraw. Dr. Stover, 
who was present, says that he believes Tanner 
has been acting honestly. After the charges Tan- 
ner offered to take an emetic to prove that there 
was no food in his stomach. He says that Brad- 
ley was drunk. The Neurological society watch- 
ers reorgauized, and are still watching Tanner. 
Theimpression is that the charges against him 
have a very slight foundation, if any. 

Dr. Tanner’s loss of flesh since beginning his 
fast is seventeen and a half pounds. Between 
twelve and one o’clock this morning he swallowed 
four ounces of water. He was much excited in 
consequence of the charges against him, but was 
in better spirits late this evening, and his pulse 
and temperature were not fur from normal.

When the fuel is stopped the steam 
shuts up. So with the body; it can’t ran itself 
without the fuel in the shape of nourishment.”’ 

Dr. Hammond then produced his work on fast- 
ing cases, and cited several instances of long fasts 
when all went smoothly till the screw was put on 
in the shape ofa stern and rigid watch, when 
everything collapsed. He chiefly dwelt on ¢he 
famous case of the Welsh fasting girl, where the 
patient was watched by physicians, clergymen 
and many age es persons, but wheu Guy's 
hospital took the matter up and sent their own 
watchers toe girl sank rapidly aad died. 

“Now, I must repeat my challenge,’’ said Dr. 
Hammond, ‘‘Let Dr. Tanner abstain from all 
food and drink for a period of thirty days, under 
conditions to be laid down by the professor of 
physiology of the coll of physicians or consent 
to be watched entirely by members of the neuro- 
logical society, and he can have $1,000 to do what 
he likes with. I must again say that toe satis- 
factorily successful the fast should be made under 
the auspices of those who don’t believe in him.’’ 

“I see,’’ said the reporter, ‘‘that Dr. Tanner has 
invited you to go and see him. Shall you?” 

‘No, sir,”’ emphatically replied Dr. Hammond.

Turkish minister of fatei affairs has 
offered to pay the money “indemnity to 
Montenegro if the latter consents to relin- 
guish all claim to the territory in question. 

The minister of war still retains great 
influence with the sultan. 

An order has been received at the imperial 
gun factory to supply immediately 150,000 
shot and shells for field guns. It. is esti- 
mated that two or three months will be 
required to execute the order, 

A dispatch from Constantinople, dated 
Thursday, says the Montenegrin envoy will 
leave here to-morrow. It is believed that 
the settlement of the Montenegrin will be 
more difficult than thai of the Greek. 

Mr. Goschen, British ambassador, has 
withdrawn his confidence from Sir Alfred 
Sandison, oriental secretary of the legation, 
and itis reported that he has taken the 
embassy’s confidential cipher out of his 
hands. The quarrel causes much comment. 
It is believed that Sir Alfred Sandison will 
shortly quit his post. 

A dispatch from Constantinople, dated 
Friday, says ae prince of Montenegro has 
consented to his representative remaining 
here for the present. 

The removal of Osman Pasha from the 
Turkish ministry of war has produced a 
very favorable impression here. It is re- 
garded as indicating a disposition on 
the part of the sultan in _ favor 
of peacefully settling pending 
questions. It was at first reported that 
Osman Pasha andDergish Pasha, who was 
also dismissed, were lodged in the barracks 
and would be interned in the provinces, but 
it has since been ascertained that Osman 
Pasha will remain in Constantinople as 
marshal. of the palace. Other ministerial 
changes are expected. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, July 10.—The resolutions of the 
senate are esteemed to be equivalent to 
granting complete amnesty, and it is be- 
lieved that the chamber will vote them to- 


day, 

The death is announced of Dr. Paul Broca, 
an eminent surgeon and anthropologist and 
author, who, in February last was elected a 
life senator of France as a candidate of the 
extrenre left to succeed Count DeMontati- 
ret. His age was fifty-six. 

A Paris dispatch says the result of the 
voting on the amnest7 bill is .that the sen- 
ate, instead of exclading all comniunists 
condemned for assassination and incendiar- 
ism, makes exceptions in favor of those con- 
demned by default, of those got sentenced 
to death or hard labor, and of those who 
though so sentenced have had their sen- 
tencescommuted.

A Paris dispatch says: Ij is expected that 
in the chamber $f deputies even M. Clem- 
enceau (radical fwill not object to the am- 
nesty bill now, as every communist whose 
punishment or sentence by default the 
government may commute by decree dated 
this day, takes the benefit of the amnesty. 
The bill will then be taken to the senate 
4 as a matterof course. It can be 
promulgated on Sunday and the exiles now 
awaiting the result at Brussels, Geneva and 
London can return to Paris and attend the 
national fete on the 14th inst.

The discussion of political or sectarian subjects 
will not be permitted at anytime, and neither 
the librarian, nor the a-sistant secretary shal]; be 
an oflicer ofany my pen’ organization, nor shall 
either be a late for a political 
shail either use his influence with m 
the library at the library ball or building for po- 
- litical purposes. 

It bas been time and again said that the 
library should never be sectarian, sectional 
or political, and such now by the above rule 
has become the written law thereof, 

We believe that this rule is eminently 
proper. It prevents the officers who are 
thrown in direct contact with the members 
from canvassing or from being politicians. 
They are paia to do library work, and 
must not at the library do partisan "work 
or take library time and _ devote 
it tosuch purposes. It does not prevent 
them from having their opinions and from 
expressing them elsewhere, than at the 
library, where members do not meet for 
such purposes. 

The rules also require the librariah to 
coilect tines when books are kept out over 
time. This rulecommends itself to every 
one. The board of directors have directed 
that the rules be printed and sent to each 
member and thateach member be earnest- 
ly requestly to canvass and add new mem- 
bers to the library. The library needs money 
—it needs members. Let all of our 
citzens who are not members 
join at once. They can do so 
with the full assurance that they are desired, 
and that they will not be offended by polit- 
ical or religivus discussions.

are ways of pleasantness, and all her paths are 
paths of peace.’’ 

3. We ieel it our duty to speak out plainly to 
the pub ic, charging most of the crimes that affect 
the body politic to their real sources, to-wit: re- 
tail liquor shops, gambling houses and the carry- 
ing of concealed weapons. Ustil these crying 
evils shall be ‘‘cast out,’’ it matters not how vigi- 
lantthe grand juries, or faithful the judges on 
the bench, muliiplying crimes will continue to 
disturd the peace, hinder the general prosperity 
and mar the beauty of society. 

4. One of these crying evils is licensed by law, 
under certain restrictions; hence, wé can but 
favor their protection under the law. But we 
would call the special attention of the ministe- 
rial officers of the law two the great importance of 
their keeping a constant and careful watch on

Gambling and the car- 
rying of concealed weapons, we regard as unmit 
igated eyils; yea, evils of a most alarming char- 
acter that should be suppressed. And we desire | 
herein solemn form to deprecate the practice | 
heretofore of proceeding against the ‘‘professon- | 
als’’ only during the sessiovs of the court; a 
practice which, in effect, amounts to a quasi 
license for gambling. Then, in behalf of the 
publie good, we would most earnestly appeal to 
the law-ab ding citizens to aid and sustain the 
oflicers of the law in ferreting out gambling 
houses and gaming places; day by day, bringing | 
offenders to justice as often as they violate the 
law. And we would urge property owners to 
look more closely after the mauner in which 
houses let by them are used, and not suffer them 
to be appropriated to illegal purposesy We desire 
n, that when owners be- 
come apprised of such iJ'eral use, by ‘knowledge | 
or general report, that they should suppress the | 
same, or be held ac*outtable for such criminal | 
neglect. | 

6. Knowing that such beneficient movement 
can only be sustained by a wholesome public 
sentiment, we hope and trust that our appeal in 
this behalf shall not prove in vain. And in this 
connection we would express our disapprobation 
of all methods furnishing games of chance, such 
as rafiling and throwing dice for the purpose of 
obtaining money or things of value, it matters 
not however charitable the object; for, in our 
opinion, such practices, though founded in the 
purest - motives, have a corrupting ivfluence, es- 
pecially upon the miuds of the youth, while it 
impairs that wholesome public sentiment so es- 
sentizl jw the support of law and good order in 
society. 

In closing these presentments, we take pleasure 
in expressing our thanks to Hon. George N. Les- 
ter, presiding judge, and the solicitor general, B. 
H. Hill, Jr , and other officers of the court for 
courtesies extended to ouT@ ody.
